Since Genera l 
dc Ga ulle wa nts to pursue a n independent co urse, 
eco no mica lly a s well a s milita rily , this wo uld seem 
lo gica l. 
Instea d o f sho wing so me signs o f gra titude fo r 
this help, de Ga ulle, the tro ublema ker, wa rns Quebec 
tha t it must t>e prepa red fo r inv a sio n by the United 
Sta tes. Ho wev er, a lo ng with this displa y o f tha nk­ 
lessness a nd pure no nsense, he struck ho me when he 
chided the United Sta tes a nd Grea t Brita in fo r spend­ 
ing fa r in ex cess o f their inco mes. Brita in’s deficit 
ca used its present fina ncia l tro uble a nd the current 
U.S. budget deficit o f so me $.'10 billio n lo o ks sha kier 
tha n it did with the British dev a lua tio n. 
Kv en with dev a lua tio n, the British ha v e a lo ng wa y 
to go , with no a ssura nce tha t they ma y no t ha v e to 
further lo wer the v a lue o f the po und. Sho uld the 
[>o und l>c further do wngra ded, there is little ho j>e tha t 
the do lla r wo n’t a lso slide do wnwa id, o ur lea ding eeo n- 
o mists wa rn a s. The United Sta te's, a s Genera l 
de Ga ulle no tes, is lea ning hea v ily o n the do lla r to keep 
its fina ncia l ship in o ider, but do lla rs, when a ll is sa id 
a nd do ne, a re pa per, a nd they must ha v e go ld ha cking 
to ha v e a ny v a lue. Sho uld there lie recurrences o f the 
go ld buy ing o f ea rlier this week, it co uld kno ck the 
pro ps o ut fro m under the do lla r.

While deficits a re no t bo lie desired, a ny thing a s rigid 
a s the de Ga ulle pla n might spell disa ster fo r a co untry 
tha t, while to da y it co uldn’t nitn't its o bliga tio ns, 
co uld v ery ea sily do so in a sho rt time.

So it’s do ubly ha rd to swa llo w the lesso n 
in eco no mics when it co me fro m President de Ga ulle. 
Rut the o o id ha rd fa ct is tha t sho uld we l*e fo rced 
to dev a lue the do lla r interna tio na l cha o s wo uld fo l­ 
lo w, a nd the Depressio n o f the 1 93 0s wo uld be a s 
no thing co mpa red to wha t wo uld ensue. Penny -pinch­ 
ing must be the o rder o f the da y , a nd this must be­ 
gin with the Jo hnso n Administra tio n a nd its reckless 
sending must be sto pped. 
Wha t Genera l de Ga ulle sa id a bo ut the preca rio us 
U.S. mo neta ry situa tio n ha s been sa id ma ny times 
ov er by respo nsible peo ple in a nd o ut o f Co ngress, but 
it ha s receiv ed no thing mo re tha n to ken a ckno wledge­ 
ment.

Helping Alco ho lics 


C n:rar\ to the commonly held theory that alco­ 
holism is a disease, Edward J. McGoldrick Jr. held 
that it was a habit and that only an alcoholic can 
help an alcoholic. Pu tting his theory to the test, in 
the last qu arter centu ry he saw sev eral thou sands, 
more than half all those who su bmitted to his treat­ 
ment. fu lly recov ered. 
McGoldrick was the son of a state Su preme Cou rt 
Ju stice of New York, A lawy er, he took to drinking 
heav ily . After rehabilitating himself, he rev iv ed to 
attem pt to cu re others. He fou nded Bridge Hou se, a 
large clu blike hou se w here alcoholics cou ld go for 
treatm ent. 
His tenets of faith, which he called “Su ggestions 
for Alcoholics,” became a gu ide for his work. They 
are su mmed u p in these av owals: “ 1 refu se to a muse 
others with my drinking escapades of the past. 
My 
abnormal drinking was pathetic, not fu nny . 
If I 
pray for help, I can’t ex pect God to throw a miracle. 
An alcoholic is made, not horn. Heredity is not the 
cau se. That ex cu se is an age-old dodge to av oid see­ 
ing my self as I really am .” 
McGoldrick ju st died of a heart attack. His work, 
o f helping alcoholics to help themselv es ou t of the dol­ 
drums, will go on at Bridge Hou se and, nationwide, 
throu gh his recent book. “The Conqu est of Alcohol, 
a Ha ndbo o k o f 
Self-Therapy .”

WASHINGTON 
May be the 
time has come for the United 
States Gov ernment to become 
as hardboiled in its relations 
with the French Gov ernment 
as President De Gau lle has re­ 
v ealed himself to be in his at­ 
titu de towards this cou ntry . 
He 
insisted 
that 
American 
military 
forces get 
ou t of 
France last y ear, and now is 
seeking to repu lse what he re 
gards as an economic and li 
ancial 
“ inv asion" 
by 
the 
United States. 
America can, howev er, be 
come realistic, too, and ask 
France to pay back the money 
borrowed from this cou ntry in 
World War 1 and World War 
II. Members of Congress are 
u rging this. The u npaid bill 
ru ns as follows: 
1. World War

debts 
of 
France to the United States in 
elu de 4.1 
billion dollars of 
original loans and 3.2 billions 
of interest charges. There has 
been a repay ment of only 488 
million dollars, made most Iv­ 
in the early 
1920s. 
So the 
total bill to date is nearly 8.9 
billion dollars. 
2. Of the foregoing su m, 5.1 
billion dollars is past du e and 
in defau lt, and principal pay ­ 
ments of 1.8 billion are pay ­ 
able in fu tu re y ears. 
3. In the period after World 
War II ended, France bor 
rowed 2.5 billion dollars from 
the United States, most of it 
befo re 1 950. Of this su m, 2 2 
billions hav e 
been 
repaid, 
some of it in adv ance of the 
du e date, so there 
is 
only 
abou t 3 00 million 
dollars of 
World War II debt ou t stand 
ing. 
Contrary to the general im 
pression. the debts owed by- 
France for money borrowed 
in World War I hav e nev er 


been cancelled by the United 
States, thou gh a deferment 
was 
granted 
du ring 
the 
Hoov er 
Administration 
be 
cau se of the international ft 
nancial crisis. The last French 
pay ment of World War I debts 
was made in 1931. Up to that 
time, France 
had 
paid 
off 
abou t 220 million dollars of its 
debt, leav ing 3.9 billion dol 
lars of loans still to be paid. 
There the situ ation has rc 
maincd ev er since, with no 
pay ments on principal or in 
terest. 
France has giv en as the 
reason for nonpay ment 
the 
fact that Germany 
did 
not 
pay its World War I repara­ 
tions to France. The United 
States Gov ernment, howev er, 
has alway s maintained the 
position that there is no con 
nection between the two debts. 
Some 2 billion dollars in loans 
to France hav e matu red and 
are past du e, plu s interest. 
The United States considers 
this to be a v alid obligation. 
It wou ld help the halance- 
of-pay mer.ts problem of this 
cou ntry if the French gov ­ 
ernm ent paid its debts to the 
Uniicd 
States 
gov ernment. 
Du e to the ou tflow’ of gold, 
all sorts of restraints are tic­ 
ing placed nowaday s on the 
ex port of fu nds by American 
bu sinesses lo Eu rope. Legal­ 
ly , France has the option of 
pay ing its w ar debts in gold 
or in any legal tender of the 
United States. 
French gold stocks cu r­ 
rently amou nt to abou t 5.2 
billion 
dollars, 
more 
than 
three times the 1.6 billion 
hole by France at the end of 
19 60. 
Certainly there is a 
greater need for this gold to 
t>e paid to the United States 


than 
to 
bo 
hoarded 
by 
France. 
The United States, on the 
other hand, has spent 
big 
su ms 
for 
the 
defense 
of 
France 
by 
means 
of 
the 
NATO Alliance and in other­ 
wise prov iding for the safety 
of western Eu ropean peoples, 
plu s economic aid. Bu t today 
this cou ntry has only 12.9 bil­ 
lion dolla.s in gold, as con­ 
trasted with 17 .8 billion it 
held at the end of 19 60. 
The United States has to 
keep 10 
billion 
dollars of 
goH as a reserv e to back its 
paper money , and it now has 
left less than 3 billion to 
meet potential foreign claims 
of ten times that figu re. So 
pay ment by France of its 
debts wou ld be a real benefit 
to Hie United States. 
Very little was said in gov ­ 
ernment ciicleg here du ring 
the 19 50s abou t the World 
W ar I debts, as it was con­ 
sidered more tactfu l to wait 
till 
the 
Eu ropean 
debtors 
cou ld get into a healthier fi­ 
nancial situ ation. Bu t France 
has 
already 
reached 
that 
point. Since de Gau lle has 
made it clear that he wants 
to 
pu rsu e 
an 
independent 
cou rse, economically as well 
as m l tarilv . it w'ou ld seem 
logical for the United States 
to ask the French gov ern­ 
ment 
to begin 
to pay its 
debts and help establish in 
the world a sou nder financial 
condition 
For mu ch of the 
French gold shou ld flow to 
the United States, which is 
legally and morally entitled 
to it. especially since this 
cou ntry ’s lo-r. of gold is du e 
to a philanthropic interest in 
Eu rope. 
This 
deserv es 
at 
least some acts of gratitu de 
on the part of France.

tiv e. prim arily becau se he felt 
he had lost his u sefu lness on 
Capitol Hill. He knew that 
the President sets great store 
on good relations with the 
Hill, and that enemies on the 
Hill were planning to ex plode 
three time bombs against Mc­ 
Nam ara du ring the election 
y ear. They were: 
Bo mb No . 1—Rep. Porter 
Hardy , D-Va., wou ld pu blish 
the bitter criticism of their 
civ ilian chief by generals and 
admirals. 
Bo mb No. 2 — Sen. John 
McClellan, 
D - Ark., 
wou ld 
continu e his hearings on the 
TFX airplane contract.

These and other factors had 
cau sed McNamara to consid­ 
er for some time retiring as 
Secretary of Defense.

ing of North Vietnam. He had 
gone along with it, bu t he 
had reserv ations, and some of 
his blu nt dou bts u pset the 
generals and admirals. 
He was among the v ery 
close circle of adv isers con­ 
su lted by the President abou t 
ex tending the bombing holi­ 
day this Christmas and New 
Year's, and was strong for it.

v olv ed secu rity v s. cast effi­ 
ciency . 
McNamara 
argu ed 
that scientific progress was so 
fast that the anti - ballistic 
missile sy stem wou ld be ou t 
of date before it was bu ilt, 
that there was no u se spend­ 
ing $40 billion on it. 
A compromise was reached 
whereby we are spending $5 
billion on a thin ABM sy s­ 
tem to protect against Chi­

“Cessation or intensification 
of air raids is a qu estion of 
paramou nt im portance,’’ said 
Cornejiu Monescu , the Roma­ 
nian

minister,

this session. 
“ By (stopping the bombing), 
conditions wou ld be created 
that wou ld lead toward initiat­ 
ing 
positiv e 
steps 
toward 
peace.” 
His rem arks, made y ester­ 
day at a lu ncheo t for UN 
correspondents, were v iewed 
as significant by diplomats in 
the contex t of two dev elop­ 
ments ou tside the United Na­ 
tions: 
The cu rrent v isit of U. S. 
Ambassador at Large Av erell 
Harriman to the Romanian 
capital of Bu charest, consid­ 


ered a key listening post for 
diplomatic 
t r e m o r s from 
Hanoi. 
The departu re of Robert S. 
McNamara from his job as 
Defense Secretary , which has 
tou ched off specu lation here 
and in Washington that a sig­ 
nificant escalation can be ex ­ 
pected in Vietnam. 
Manescu said H arrim an will 
be 
told 
his 
gov ernment’s 
v iews that

war is “ u nju st” and that the 
Romanians

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De Gaulle Struck Home 


David Lawrence in his column on this pa go points 
out that France should start Diving off its huge war 
debts to the United States for money borrowed in 
World War I and World War 2. Since General 
de Gaulle wants to pursue an independent course, 
economically as well as militarily, this would seem 
logical. 
Instead of showing some signs of gratitude for 
this help, de Gaulle, the troublemaker, warns Quoins 
that it must l>e prepared for invasion by the United 
States. However, along with this display of thank- 
lessness and pine nonsense, he Struck home whim he 
chided the United States and Great Britain for spend­ 
ing far in excess of their incomes. Britain’s deficit 
caused its present financial trouble ami the current 
U S. budget deficit of some $30 billion looks .shakier 
than it did with the British devaluation. 
Even wi th devaluation, the British have a long way 
to go, wi th no assurance that they may not have to 
further lower the value of the pound. Should the 
f>ound lie further downgraded, there is little hoi** that 
the dollar won’t also slide downward, our leading econ­ 
omists warn as. The United States, as General 
de Gaulle notes, is leaning heavily on the dollar to keep 
its financial ship in O lder, but dollars, when all is said 
and dork\ are paper, and they must have gold hacking 
to have any value. Should there Im' recurrences of the 
gold buying of earlier this week, it could knock the 
props out from under the dollar. And the more we 
spend that we haven’t got, the worse the situation 
becomes. 
Briefly, to illustrate the trouble we could be head­ 
ing for: At present foreign traders are holding alxwit 
$16 billion they have received from the U.S. Should 
all this l>e cashed in at once for gold,—unlikely, never­ 
theless a possibility—the U.S. Treasury would be $3 
billion short of satisfying the demand. Imagine the 
prospects, then. Fortunately, we have thus far got 
foreign countries to hold onto our dollars, but that 
situation can always change. 
IV Gaulle's plan Is simple to understand but dan­ 
gerous. He would have the world go on a gold stan­ 
dard, meaning that all tarter would l>e with gold or 
an equivalent. If a nation ran out of gold, it would be 
all done, as far as the world’s markets were concerned. 
While deficits are not Ik* Ik* desired, anything as rigid 
a s the de Gaulle plan might s| m*11 disaster for a country 
that, while today it couldn't meet its obligations, 
could very easily do so in a short time. 
The ironic part of la' Grand Charles’ twitting, of 
course, Is that France owes us something like $6 bil­ 
lion, counting interest, from her World War I debt 
with no intention of paying it. Even more ironic is 
the fact that twice we have bailed France out of more 
than just economic disaster with the blood of Ameri­ 
can boys. So it's doubly haiti to swallow the lesson 
in economics when it come from President de Gaulle. 
But the cold hard fact is that should we Ik' forced 
to devalue the dollar international chaos would fol­ 
low, and the Depression of the 1930s would Ik' as 
nothing compared to what would ensue.

Putting his theory to the test, in 
the last quarter century he saw several thousands, 
mon* than half all those who submitted to his treat­ 
ment. fully recovered. 
McGoldrick was the son of a state Supreme Court 
Justice of New York. A lawyer, he took to drinking 
heavily. After rehabilitating himself, he revived to 
attempt to cuie others. He founded Bridge House, a 
lai'ge clublike house where alcoholics could go for 
treatm ent. 
His tenets of faith, which ho calk'd “Suggestions 
for Alcoholics.’’ became a guide for his work. They 
are summed up in these avowals: “I refuse to amuse 
others with my drinking escapades of the ;>ast. My 
abnormal drinking was pathetic, not funny. 
If I 
prey for help, I can’t expect God to throw a miracle. 
An alcoholic is made, not horn. Heredity is not the 
ca ast*. That excuse is an age-old dodge to avoid see­ 
ing myself as I really am.” 
McGoldrick just died of a heart attack. His work, 
of helping alcoholics to help themselves out of the dol­ 
drums, will go on at Bridge House and, nationwide, 
through his recent book, “The Conquest of Alcohol, 
a Handbook of Self-Therapy.”

France Should Start 
Paying Delfts to U.S.

Maybe the 
tim e has conte far the United 
States G overnm ent to become 
as hardboiled in its relations 
with the French Government 
as President Dc Gaulle has re­ 
vealed him self to be in his at 
t it licit* tow ards this country. 
He 
insisted 
that 
American 
military 
forces 
get 
out 
of 
France last year, and now is 
seeking to repulse what he re 
Hards as an economic and fi 
annal 
"invasion" 
by 
the 
United States. 
America can. however, be 
come realistic. too. and ask 
France to pay back the money 
borrowed from this country in 
World War I and World War 
II. Members of Congress are 
urging this. The unpaid hill 
runs as follows;

debts of 
France to th e United States in 
elude 4.1 
billion dollars of 
original loans and .1.2 billions 
of interest charges. There has

Contrary to the general im 
presaion. th e debts owed by 
France for money borrowed

Manual crisis. The last French 
payment of World War I debts 
was made in 1931. Up to that 
time, France 
had 
paid off 
about 226 million dollars of its 
debt, leaving 3.9 billion dol 
lars of loans still to be paid. 
There the situation has re­ 
mained ever since, with no 
payments on principal or in 
tcrest.

Capitol Hill Military, Hawks 
Were Out to 'Get ’ McNamara 


WASHINGTON — Three 
years " ago, Rep. E d w a r d 
Hebert of Louisiana, the re­ 
sourceful 
a n d able third- 
ranking member of the House 
Aimed Services Committee, 
called in one of the authors 
of this column and asked co­ 
operation in a plan to "get’’ 
Secretary of Defense McNa­ 
mara. 
The plan included keeping 
the new 
chairman of 
the 
Armed Services Committee, 
Mendel Rivers of South Caro­ 
lina. sober and using him to 
battle against 
the civilian 
boss of the Pentagon, whom 
the generals, 
the admirals 
and the hawks on Capitol 
Hill hated Hebert expressed 
the hope that this column 
would not report on Rivers’ 
alcoholic binges. 
Today, three years later, 
the hawks and the military 
have "got” their man. 
The exit of Robert McNa­ 
mara, only Secretary of De­ 
fense 
in 
history' 
who 
has 
stood up against the military, 
came about on his own initia­ 
tive, primarily because he felt 
he had lost his usefulness on 
Capitol Hill. He knew that 
the President sets great store 
on good relations with the 
Hill, and that enemies on the 
Hill were planning to explode 
three time bombs against Mc­ 
Namara during the election 
year. They were: 
Bomb No. I—Rep. Porter 
Hardy. D-V’a., would publish 
the bitter criticism of their 
civilian chief by generals and 
admirals. 
Bomb No. I — Sen. John 
McClellan, 
D - Ark., 
would 
continue his hearings on the 
TFX airplane contract. 
Bomb No. J — Sen. John 
Stennis, D-Miss., showed no 
sign suspending his hearings 
on McNamara’s civilian con­ 
trol of the Pentagon. 
These and other factors had 
caused McNamara to consid­ 
er for some time retiring as 
Secretary of Defense. He fig­ 
ured that if he did so next 
year, 
an 
election 
year. 
it 
wi uld hurt Lyndon Johnson 
politically. This was the last 
thing he wanted to do. The 
President has shown great 
loyalty to the .Secretary of 
Defense, So McNamara made 


the decision to announce his 
retirement now. 
Doubt* Over Bombing 
Other factors were also in­ 
volved. In addition 
to his 
sour relations on Capitol Hill 
which he knew concerned a 
President who had served 26 
years on the Hill, McNamara 
nurses a nagging concern in 
his own conscience over bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam. He had 
gone along with it, but he 
had reservations, and some of 
his blunt doubts upset the 
generals and admirals. 
He was among the very 
close circle of advisers con­ 
sulted by the President about 
extending the bombing holi­ 
day this Christmas and New 
Year’s, and was strong for it. 
However, since Gen. William 
W estmoreland’s visit to Wash­ 
ington, the President has in­ 
dicated he was not going to 
take McNamara’s advice. 
There has also been a run- 
ning-fire series of disagree­ 
ments with the Joint Criiefs 
of Staff. These have not been 
abrasive or bitter. They have 
been sincere and reasonable, 
differences between men who 
had the welfare of their coun­ 
try at heart. But the hawks 
on Capitol Hill have fanned 
them into disturbing propor­ 
tions. 
The chief differences were: 
1. The TFX Contract, over 
w hich McNamara got Admiral 
George Anderson traasferred 
from Chief of Naval Opera­ 
tions 
to 
he ambasador to 
Portugal. On this, McNamara 
was proved wrong. The TFX 
has 
not been suitable for 
Navy carriers. 
2. Nuclear Ships, which the 
Admirals wanted but which 
McNamara overruled on the 
ground of cost-effectiveness. 
He keeps hammering on this. 
The military keep hammering 
on national security regard­ 
less of cost. 
•Ile System. This also in­ 
volved security vs. cost effi­ 
ciency. 
McNamara 
argued 
that scientific progress was so 
fast that the anti - ballistic 
missile system would be out 
of date before it was built, 
that there was no Use spend­ 
ing $40 billion on it. 
A compromise was reached 
whereby we are spending VI 
billion on a thin ABM sys­ 
tem to protect against Oil- 


nese missiles. Privately Mc­ 
Nam ara still feels this is $5 
billion down the drain. 
4. Manpower. Westmoreland 
still wants more than 525.000 
men in Vietnam, though he’s 
taking this figure as the min­ 
imum. On this, McNamara is 
in the middle between the 
m ilitary and the President, 
w'ho doesn’t want to call out 
the reserves or increase the 
draft. McNamara, however, 
feels Westmoreland has been 
extravagant with men. used 
too many on housekeeping 
chores, rather than combat; 
hasn’t trained enough South 
Vietnamese. 
The ‘McNamara Line’ 
5. The Electronic Barrier. 
The military have contended 
this was foolish, tied up too 
many troops to build and 
guard it; that the construc­ 
tion 
crews 
and 
defending 
Marines are already under 
North Vietnam artillery fire. 
6. 
The Chief Difference, 
however, has been over bomb­ 
ing North Vietnam. The mili­ 
tary 
leaders 
have 
always 
pressed for more and more 
targets. McNamara has held 
back on risky targets. He has 
been flatly opposed to bomb­ 
ing too close to the Chinese 
line, or against hitting the 
docks in Haiphong Harbor. 
In the md, the generals 
and admirals generally have 
won. We are now bombing 
within seven miles of the 
Chinese border and the ware­ 
houses not far from the Hai­ 
phong docks. 
The military complain that 
in the end the Secretary of 
Defense 
comes 
around 
to 
their viewpoint, hut only af­ 
ter a delay which gives the 
enemy 
time 
to strengthen 
defenses around targets. 
The Joint Chiefs are loyal 
to McNamara, and once a 
decision is made they stick 
to it. However, the differ­ 
ences 
have 
continued: 
at 
times they have run deep. 
Therefore, the only Secretary 
of Defense in history who has

UN Assembly Head Sees War 
End If U.S. Stopped Bombing

Vietnam might be ended if

“Cessation or intensification 
of air raids is a question of 
paramount importance.” said 
Cornejiu Monescu. the Roma­ 
nian

minister, 
who 
holds the top Assembly post 
this session. 
"By (stopping the bombing), 
conditions would be created 
that would lead toward initiat­ 
ing 
positive 
steps 
toward 
peace.” 
His remarks, made yester­ 
day at a luncheon for UN 
correspondents, were viewed 
as significant by diplomats in 
the context of two develop 
ments outside the United Na­ 
tions: 
The current visit of U. S. 
Ambassador at Large Averell 
Harriman to the Romanian 
capital of Bucharest, consid 


fred a key listening post for 
diplomatic t r e m o r s from 
Hanoi. 
The departure of Robert S. 
McNamara from his job as 
Defense Secretary, which has 
touched off speculation here 
and in Washington that a sig 
nificant escalation can be ex­ 
pected in Vietnam. 
Manescu said Harriman will 
be 
told 
his 
government’s 
views that 
the 
Vietnamese 
war is "unjust" and that the 
Romanians 
feel 
the 
Viet­ 
namese people should be left 
to “decide their future and 
their fate according to their 
own wishes.” 
He recommended % that the 
Geneva Agreements* of 1954 
be used as a basis for negotia­ 
tions. 
"The Vietnamese will never 
agree to discuss any settle­ 
ment under pressure of inten­ 
sification of air raids or esca­ 
lation of the war,” he declared. 
U. S. Ambassador to the 
UN Arthur J. Goldberg and 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter 
Vasily 
Kuznetsov

changed a few words on Viet­ 
nam y e s t e r d a y afternoon 
during an Assembly debate. 
Kuznetsov charged that the 
United States and other coun­ 
tries 
were 
"using 
armed 
forces to repress the aspira­ 
tions of peoples for indepen 
dence." 
Goldberg then rose to the 
podium and invited Kuznetsov 
to step down the hall to the 
Security Council Chamber if 
he wished to debate on Viet­ 
nam. 
"We are in Vietnam to help 
the people . . . exercise their 
rights . . . free from force 
. . . and when that purpose 
is achieved, we will leave.” 
Goldberg said. “We do not 
covet one square inch of Viet­ 
nam ." 
Diplomats here believe that 
recent events in Cyprus have 
interefered with U. S. efforts 
to initiate a Security Council 
meeting on Vietnam. The Rus­ 
sians oppose such a meeting, 
slating that it would be mean­ 
ingless without the participa­ 
tion of North Vietnam.

Legislation approved by all 50 
states now permit a parent to 
buy, sell, collect dividends and 
reinvest stock issued in a child's 
name, with the only restrictions 
tieing those of normal prudence. 
The tax advantages are worth 
noting. 
First, any gift up to 
$8,000 is exempt from the do 
nor's gift tax. For parents, this 
means they can transfer $6,000 
to their children without paying 
gift taxes. 
Second, the income from the 
gift that is the dividends and 
capital appreciation, is payable 
not by the parent but by the 
child. This means that the first 
$600 of profit is excluded auto 
mat leady. And the parent re 
tarns the child as an exemption.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Jet- 
age travel has added something 
new to congressional junketing:! 
an opportunity to collect daily 
living expenses twice a day. 
Rep. H. 
R. Gross, R-Iowa, 
showed the House Wednesday 
how it works and his colleagues 
responded by voting to prohibit 
such practices on a forthcoming 
trip by a House Labor subcom­ 
mittee. 
Law limits congressional trav­ 
elers to $50-a-day expenses in 
the currency of the country they 
are visiting. But the fast-moving

more than one country a day. 
Gross said five junketers on a 
worldwide trip last year man­ 
aged to collect $100 a day on 13 
occasions by picking up $30 in 
each of two countries.
